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INTRODUCTION 


1. the Chairman of the Estimates Committee, having been 
authorised by the Committee, present this Sixty-Third Report ^ of 
the Estimates Committee of the Second Lok Sabha on the action 
taken by Government on the recommendations contained in the 
Thirty-Eighth Report of the Estimates Committee (First Lok 
Sabha) on the Ministry of Community Development — Part I. ^ 

2. The Thirty-Eighth Report of the Estimates Committee 
(First Lok Sabha) was presented to the Lok vSabha on the 19th 
December, 1956. The Government furnished their comments 
on the recommendations contained in this Report on the 23rd 
May, 1957 and 14th June, 1957, except those relating to_ the Pro- 
gramme Evaluation Organisation (Banning Commission). As 
the replies in many cases were incomplete, the Ministry was asked 
to fiimish more detailed and fuller replies. Thereupon the 
Ministry furnished further comments to some recommendations 
on the I4th/26th August, 1958 and the Programme Evaluation 
Organisation (Planning Commission) on the 24th September, 
1958. In addition the Ministry furnished latest position in res- 
pect of some recommendations on the 4th/6th February, 1959. 
The Study Group ‘A’ of the Estimates Committee (1958-59) 
examined the replies on the 28th April, 1959. Further particu- 
lars required by the Study Group on certain points were received 
from the Ministry and Programme Evaluation Organisation (Plan- 
ning Commission) on the loth August and 26th July/4th 
August, 1959, respectively, and examined by the Study Group ‘F’ 
on the 27th August, 1959. 

3. This report incorporates the original comments as well 
as the subsequent comments of the Ministry (wherever received) 
on the original recommendations. The Report has been divided 
into four Chapters : — 

I. Report. 

II. Recommendations that have been accepted by the Gov- 

ernment. 

III. Replies of the Government that have been accepted 

by the Committee. 

IV. Replies of the Government that have not been finally 

accepted by the Committee. 

4. An analysis of the action taken by Government on the 
recommendations omtained in the Thirty-Eighth Report of the 
Estimates Committee (First Lok Sabha) is given at Appendix.

14*3% have been accepted partly. Of the rest, the replies of 
Government in respect of recommendations i.e., i4-3% have 
been accepted by the Committee while those in respect of 3 recom- 
mendations i.e. 8*6% have not been accepted by the Committee.

standard's of proforma. iiere is no reason 
wliy tills lacuna sliould not be made up 
immediately. In all tbe circumstances of 
tbe case tbe Committee would strongly 
urge on tbe Higb P^o-wer Committee on 
Plan Projects^ referred to above^, to give 
tbe wbole 4g[uestion tbeir careful and 
earnest attention. Tbere appears to be an 
urgent need not only to inculcate tbe spirit 
of strictest financi^ propriety among tbe 
officials as well as tbe public worbers in charge 
of Community Projects, and to lay down mini- 
mum accounting standards and to insist on 
tbeir maintenance^ but also to create a machi- 
nery or agencya responsible for and capable of, 
keeping a vigilant eye in respect of any lapses 
of the nature the Committee have in view. 
The fact can never be over- emphasised that 
tbe funds earmarked for rural w^elfare should 
not only be regarded as a sacred trust j but 
also that it is up to the Government to see that 
the most stringent precautions and checks 
are provided to ensure against any possible 
misuse or dissipation of such funds. 

The Committee note that considerable stress ^ 
is laid and rightly too, by the Community 
Projects Administration and the Programme £^*4 
&-aJuation Organisation on the change of 


outlook of the rural people, and also on the 
people*s participation in the programme. 
There is, however, absolutely no cause of 
anxiety on this account. Constant care 
will have, however, to be exercised to see 
that in our enthusiasm to change the out- 
look of the people, their basic needs for 
ad^iuate food, clothing- shelter, health, 
education, recreation and community life 
ax-e in no way neglected; hence the impor- 
tance of fixing certain physical targets to be 
achieved within a specific period, to staisfy 
these basic needs should not be minimised. 
153 An assessment of the credit and debit sides 
of the Community Development Programme 
indicates that there is no room for com- 
placency- The Community Projects Adminis- 
tration will have, therefore, to play a very 
prominent and strenuous role to see that the 
points on the debit side arc wiped out during 
the Second Plan. 

30 In the opinion of the Committee, the Com- 

munity projects Administration have to so 
plan, direct and co-ordinate the Community 
Development Programme throughout the 
country that *^*Directive Principles of State 
Policy**^ enshrined in the Constitution are 
made a reality in rural areas within a limited 
period of time.
